Returns to City 
to Face Trial 
on Income Tax

neUi. retired Lake county, Ifif ., 
gamfcling boss, to leave the 
i warm environs of California for 
| his belated court appearance 
i here on tax evasion charges? 

Pinelli, a 65-year-old syndi¬ 
cate crime figure, “made him-1 
self available” to federal mar¬ 
shals recently, but only after 
the government filed suit in 
California tying up his exten¬ 
sive real estate holdings and 
bank accounts. 

Sought Without Success 
Marshals had sought Pinelli 
without success since last April, 
when a federal grand jury in¬ 
dicted him on a charge of fail- 

I ig to report income of $58,789'. 
he indictment said Pinelli owed 
tax of $28,236 on the money, 
he funds allegedly were de¬ 
rived from gambling and busi¬ 


ness ventures in 1957> 1958, and 
1959, an investigator said. 

The government suit was de¬ 
cided upon after repeated at¬ 
tempts to arrest Pinelli failed. 
He had been sought at his 
spacious home in Sierra Madre, 
Los Angeles county, and at 
nightspots and race tracks 
which he had been known to 
Trequent f 

“He crawled out’of'the wood¬ 
work right after |that,” an 
agent said. Pineljli was de¬ 
scribed. by Robert Kennedy, 
former attorney general, as 
“one of the most important wit¬ 
nesses ever to appear- before 
the Senate rackets committee,” 
Kennedy made the statement 
in 1959 when he was' counsel for 
the committee. j 

Surrender’s Quietly 
Pinelli was surrendered 
quietly to marshals by Roland 
V. Libonati, an attorney and 
former Democratic congress¬ 
man, on Jan. 12. The hoodlum 
^pleaded not guilty and his tria r 
iwas set for March 3. 
y Libonati said he does no^ 

: plan to defend Pinelli. “I only 
arranged for his bond, that’;' 


all,” he said. The bond, origi¬ 
nally set at $3,500 by the grand 
jury, was reduced to $2,000 by 
Judge Richard B. Austin in fed¬ 
eral District court. . 

Daniel C. Ahern now repre¬ 
sents Pinelli. • 

| Moves to California 

The hoodlum moved from 
Chicago , to California in 1945. 
According to the Senate rackets 
committee, he returned to this 
area in 1953, at the bidding of 
the syndicate, to take control 
of gambling operations in 
northern Indiana. He was suc¬ 
ceeded by Frankie LaPorte in , 
1959. Pinelli maintains a resi-; 
dence here and visits the city j 
frequently. 

He gave his address as 6054 
School st. on a bond card. 

A recent investigation by The 
Tribune found vice and 
gambling to be flourishing in 
the East Chicago-Gary a|ea 
under LaPorte’s rule. Inform¬ 
ants told federal agents t|at 
Pinelli visited' briefly somejof' 
his old haunts in Lake county j 
between his court appearance j 
and return to California. i

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An-Old Capone

An old-line member of A1 
Capone’s mob is reported re¬ 
turning here from semi-retire¬ 
ment in California to put an end 
to infighting among local crime 
syndicate lieutenants for the job 
vacated by Momo [Sam] Gian¬ 
cana. 

High-level intelligence reports 
say Anthony R. Pinelli, 66, once 
boss of Gary and Lake county, 
Ind., rackets and now a gray¬ 
ing motel owner, is at least the 
temporary nominee for operat¬ 
ing director of the Chicago 
syndicate. 

Giancana lost his enforcement 
power, a'key position in the 
local underworld, when he was 
sent to the federal tier of the 
county jail June 1 for refusing 
to answer questions before a 
federal grand jury after being 
granted immunity from prose- 
cu ion. 

Jailed Until June 

Giancana will be released 
from his contempt sentence 
when the jury’s term expires 
next June, or when he chooses 
to talk before the jury. Telling 
syndicate secrets likely would 
mark him for death. 

However, reports are circu¬ 
lating that he is permanently 
out of the Chicago crime picture 
because the same legal proce- 
, dures that led to his jailing 
could be followed by the next 
special grand jtjry, to be im- 
pafieled in May. tpederal prose¬ 
cutors believe that, theoreti- 
caly, Giancana qpuld spend the 
re$ of his life, in jail. 

This theory won more cre¬ 
dence, particularly in under¬ 
world circles, when the United! 
States Supreme court last week j 
upheld the contempt sentence! 
thru its refusal to hear Gian- \ 
cana’s attorneys’ petition to i 
quash it. 


Police Captain Comments 


Of Pinelli’s take over in G ian- 
cana’s place, Cap/ "William J. 
Duffy, director of the Chicago 
police intelligence unit, said: 

“It is possible. Pinelli is a 
very high-level member of the, 
Mafia with strong ties from Los I 
Angeles to New York City.” | 
The pol te£ offk fal said Pi-1 
nelli’s crime syndicate status is | 
more powerful than Giancana’s, ( 
implying that the new man 

would have little trouble as¬ 
suming Giancana’s role. 

“There are about 25 key 
members of the syndicate 
amoi ig Chicago’s 30 1 1 hard core 
members,” said Dufy. “There 
is no “el supremo” $s such, but 
rather certain men with more 
influence. There is more of a 
board of directors than one man 
in charge and Pinelli sits very 
high on that board. Giancana’s 
area was enforcing, keeping 
things together. He had various 
interests but that was his 
theme.” 

Edward V. Hanrahan, United 
States attorney for northern 
Illinois who, with Prosecutors 
David P. Schippers and Sam J. 
Betar, is credited with jailing 
Giancana, said of Pinelli: 

“I know who he is. I can not 
say more.”

He was indictfd last 
May on charges of failing to 
pay $28,236 in income taxes on 
$58,589 income from 1957 thru 
1959.

In Chicago 
the fruit was processed into 
cheap wine and champagne for 
the thirsty market. 

In 1933, Pinelli ran a whisky 
still on Chicago’s west side. In 
1934, he ran a grocery for a 
year. Then he forced his way 
into the wholesale milk busi¬ 
ness. r 

At the direction oi Tony Ac- 
cfardo jsand Giancana, Pinelli 
movedW 1940 to LaMe county, 
Ind., tot organize the area and 
flood iti with narcotics, prosti¬ 
tutes, liquor, and vending and 
pinball machines. 

Moves to W. Coast 
In 1953, Pinelli spread his in¬ 
fluence to southern California, 
leaving the Lake county opera- 
tionfto a nephew, Anthony Grut- 
tadaurp o f Gary .

All were detained briefly by 
Los Angeles intelligence police, 
then ordered out of town.

U. S. Orders Investigation 
of Former Gary Racketeer 


The justice department’s or¬ 
ganized crime unit here has re¬ 
quested background check of 
Los Angeles Mafia leader An¬ 
thony R. [Nino] Pinelli, a for¬ 
mer Capone hoodlum, it was 
disclosed today. 

The research request was 
made to several federal agen¬ 
cies, such as the Federal Bu¬ 
reau of Investigation, the in¬ 
ternal revenue service, and the 
treasury department, after Chi¬ 
cago’s « American disclosed 
the report that Pinelli was being 
paged ty assume leadership for 
the jailed Momo Salvatore 
[Sam] Giancana. 

The federal crime unit of the 
United States attorney’s office 
here is reported preparing the 
federal grand jury to resume its 
investigation of the Chicago 
mob early in January. 

! Hint of Strategy ! 

Prominent federal sources 1 
agreed that while no immediate 
target has been selected, the 
names under consideration are 
Sam [Teetz] Battaglia, Fiore 
[Fifi] Buccieri, and Charles 
[Chuck] English. ! 

Whether these three influen-: 
tial hoodlums will be baited! 
with the immunity method used 
against Giancana was not dis¬ 
closed, but an indication may 
lie in the latest move by Ed¬ 
ward V. Hanrahan, United 
States attorney for Northern 
Illinois, and his chief aidi Da¬ 
vid P. Schippers, the crime unit 
head. 

The move saw Joseph L. La- 
mendella Sr., 28, an internal 
revenue tax expert, resign his 
4-year-old federal post and ac¬ 
cept appointment as prosecutor 
with the^ crime unit. 

Lameldella, married and the 
father dk three children, is a 
certified public accountant and 
a 1964 graduate of John Mar¬ 
shall Law school. 

Ironically, while Lamendella’s 
appointment was meant to 
strengthen the short-handed 
crime unit staff, it became of 
ever greater importance yes¬ 
terday when the unit’s ojther ta v 


expert, Dennis V. O’Brien, re¬ 
signed to accept the job of ad¬ 
ministering the Ford Founda¬ 
tion’s 6-million-dollar national 
public defender program. 

ThuL, the personnel of the 
unit remains at five: Schippers; 
Lamandella; Sam J. Betar; 
James J. Casey, and Sheldon 
Davidson. 

Significance of the shortage is 
that the unit has to rely on 
other federal agencies to assist 
in the investigations of the Chi¬ 
cago hoodlums. 

D’Arco on List? 

Following the subpenaing of 
IJuccieri, Battaglia, and Eng¬ 
lish, it was reported that 1st 
ward political figures John 


D’Arco and Pat Marcy would 
have a turn before the jury. 

The unique method employed 
against Giancana—granting im¬ 
munity from prosecution and 
then ordering the witness to 
testify—would not be, used in all 
cases, it was believefi. Criminal 
indictments are Ax p e c t e d 
against some. I 

Giancana was jailed June 1 
and must remain there until 
May, when the term of the jury 
expires unless he talks. After 
that federal prosecutors, buoyed 
by this United States Supreme 
court’fc refusal to hear Gian¬ 
cana’! appeal, plan to take Gi- 
ancaira before the new jury and 
invoke the same method.

Gambling Boss 
Gets Probation 
As A Tax Cheat 

By Sandy Smith 

A wealthy gangster, boss of 
a nuiltimillion-dollar Indiana 
gambling combine, escaped a 
possible prison sentence 
Thursday on his plea of guilty 
to evading income taxes on 
$58,000. 

U.S. District Court Judge 
Richard B. Austin placed the 
confessed tax cheat, Anthony 
Pinelli, on probation for two 
years and fined him $2,000. j 
That penalty, Austin re¬ 
marked, “will serve the ends 
of justice.” 

The tanned, 66 - year-old 
Pinelli looked up at the bench, 
smiled and said: 

“Thank you, judge.” 

Police and federal authori-' 
ties describe Pinelli as the boss 
of the crime syndicate’s vice 
and gambling network in Lake 
County, Indiana. 

According to Chicago de¬ 
tectives, Pinelli also functions 
as a mob overseer of rackets ' 
in Chicago’s 1st Ward. 

As he put Pinelli on proba¬ 
tion, Judge Austin said he had 
received Mters vouching for < 
Pinelli from “professional peo- J 
pie in California, including the i 
publisher of a newspaper.” 

Pinelli has a home in Sierra 
Madre, Calif. Over the years, 
police there have observed 
and broken up his conclaves 
with such Chicago gang king¬ 
pins as Anthony Accardo and 
Momo Salvatore (Moe) Gian¬ 
cana.
